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IMPORTS OF ADULTERATED DRUGS. 


During the past few months the at- 
tention of the drug trade has been re- 
peatedly directed to the action of the 
Appraisers’ Department at this port 
in refusing to permit the entry of cer- 
tain medicinal articles on the ground 
that they were excessively adulte- 
rated. The fact that the authorities 
appear to be inflexible in their de- 
termination to prevent the importa- 
tion of all sophisticated articles des- 
tined for use in medicine is construed 
as an important departure in the prac. 
tice of the customs officials. While 
they contend that the recent rejection 
of certain drugs in consequence of 
the objections named is not at vari- 


“>| ance with their uniform procedure in 


such matters, itis belleved by many 
that heretofore considerable laxity 
has prevailed in the usages of the de- 
partment on the subject in question. 
In fact the examiners of drugs at this 
port do not deny that the regulations 
covering the admission of impure 
goods may have been occasionally 
overlooked. 


Their authority in the premises is 
derived from the tariff legislation of 
1890 and the interpretations thereof 
by the Treasury Department subse- 
quently made. These laws provide 
that whenever imported drugs or me- 
dicinal preparations of any descrip- 
tion ate found on examination “‘to be 
so far adulterated, or in any manner 
deteriorated, as to render them infe- 
rior in strength and purity to the 
standard established by” the dispen- 
satories and pharmacopooias of the 
leading nations and thereby Improper, 
unsafe or dangerous for medicinal 
purposes, the goods so lacking in 
purity shall not be allowed to pass the 
custom house. Importers have the 
right, however, to test the accuracy 
of the appraisers’ decisions by caus- 
ing an expert analysis to be made of 
the objectionable merchandise and if 
successful in showing that the official 
ruling is erroneous, the goods under 
suspicion are admitted to entry. 


The particular articles which have 
recently been subjected to critical in- 
spection under the regulations alluded 
to are gum asafcetida and ipecac root, 
a number of parcels of each having 
been rejected as being deficient in 
quality and the most of these goods 
have found their way back to the 
original shipping points. 

While, of course, the importers of 


these rejected articles naturally feel 
aggrieved at what they consider a 
sudden and unjust discrimination 
against their interests, the conserva- 
tive element in the trade seem in- 
clined to view with favor the preven- 
tion of the importation of adulterated 
drugs. Since the discussion of the 
subject was first raised by the action 
of the appraisers in the matter of as- 
afcetida, many expressions commen- 
datory of the law and the attitude of 
the customs officials have been heard 
from prominent drug men, and the 
sentiment is steadily growing that the 
best interests of the trade, as well as 
ofthe public, demand an impartial 
and consistent compliance with the 
legal requisites in this regard. 


The question of quality is one in 
which a vast majority of druggists 
take a laudable interest, as they have 
learned by ample experience the ad- 
vantages that appertain to dealing in 
goods of the better kinds, There is 
but little question that, as a general 
proposition, the tendency of con- 
sumers is to give the preference to 
drugs and analogous goods of the 
better grades and to meet this de. 
mand importers, as a rule, are exer- 
cising increasing care in the selection 
of their stocks. There is, of course, 
a large number of dealers who subor- 
dinate price to every other considera- 
tion, and tosupply their requirements 
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the temptation to lower the standard 
of purity will probably remain a stub- 
born obstacle to advancement, 





DEFEAS OF SHE WHISKEY Sa0ss. 


Recently there came to trial 
in the Kansas City Oircuit Oourt 
@ suit in which the Whiskey 
Trust sought to enforce the collec- 
tion of an account based on sales of 
its products and against which the 
defendants pleaded an offset in re- 
bate certificates issued to them by 
the Trust. The case was submitted 
to ajury and their verdict, rendered 
under instructions of the court, sus- 
tained the counter-claim of the de- 
fendants and thereby condemned 
with legal solemnity the pretended 
right of the Trust. under the rebate 
arrangements, to the exclusive pat- 
ronage of its customers. The able 
and lucid instructions of the 
judge before whom the _ pro- 
ceedings were conducted, as well 
as the verdict of the jury, will 
be found elsewhere in this issue of the 
Reporter. Two material points were 
involved in the controversy, one be- 
ing whether the plaintiff is a trust, in 
contemplation of the law, and the 
other relating to the legal effect of 
the rebate vouchers held by the de- 
fendants. On the first proposition it 
appears that the evidence was con- 
flicting as to how the plaintiff ac- 
quired and holds the distilleries that 
it controls, but in the opinion of the 
learned judge the concern was clearly 
proved to be a trust underthe statutes 
of both Missouri and Illinois. As the 
matter now stands, the defendants 
having won the sult, have no interest 
in carrying it to a higher court, but it 
is understood that the trust has de- 
clared its intention of appealing from 
the verdict of the jury. In the in- 
structions of the court the jury was 
told substantially that if the defend 
ants were prevented from purchasing 
from the Trust because the latter 
raised the prices of its products above 
the market value of such goods, the 
rebate agreements would be no legal 
bar to their buying elsewhere. This 
is a vital question, and is the only 
one that can be reviewed in the ap- 
pellate court should the matter be 
carried there. In view of the clear 
exposition of the law, as found in the 
opinion of the court, it is obvious 
that further defeat awaits the Trust, 
if it seeks redress in a higher tribu- 
nal. 

The interpretation of the statutes 
pertaining to combinations in re- 
straint of trade, as made in this liti 
gation, leaves no room for doubt that 
the Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
Company is a trust, which the law de- 
nounces. The experience gained 
in this suit will enable fu- 
ture litigants to successfully meet 
and overcome the obstacles hereto- 
fore encountered in resisting the en- 
croachments of the Whiskey Trust. 
Its vulnerable points have been laid 
bare, and the verdict just pronounced 
will go far towards depriving the 
concern of the despotic power found 
ed upon its cunningly-devised rebate 
scheme. 

We have always held that a vigor 
ous and intelligent legal attack on 
this feature of the Whiskey Trust’s 
business would establish the invalid- 
ity of the obligations sought to be 
imposed upon the patrons by the 
rebate vouchers. 

Those States that have legislated 
against combinations to regulate the 
price or the production of merchan - 
dise have practically adopted uniform 
laws, and it is incredible that 
upon the presentation of the re- 
quisite state of facts that a court 
or a jury could hesitate as 
to the illegal status of the Whiskey 
Trust. For years past this odious in- 
stitution has existed in flagrant dis- 
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regard of the rights of the trade, pre- 
suming upon the strength of its re- 
bate plan to enforce the submissive 
patronage of the consumers of spirits 
Intolerance and arrogance have 
marked its whole career, and now 
that the courts are beginning seriously 
to probe into its methods, the con- 
cern seeks to bluff the trade by an as- 
sumed indifference as to the verdict 
rendered at Kansas City. 

Organized under the laws of IIli- 
nois, the Trust has, by its repeated 
infractions of those laws, made itself 
amenable thereto, and the Attorney- 
General of that State is now carrying 
on quo warranto proceedings against 
the concern with the view of ending 
its corporate existence. This action, 
which has been pending for some 
time, will, we understand, be pressed 
toa final decision without unneces- 
sary delay. The favorable outcome 
of this suit should forever emanci- 


pate the trade from the influence .

POSITION OF 


When we last revi 
oil market editorially, a Yom-weeks 
ago, we took occasion to comment 
incidentally on the salient features of 
the flaxseed situation and pointed out 
what then appeared to be some very 
forcible factors influencing the pros- 
pects for thatcommodity. There has 
since been no reason for a modificae 
tion of our views, but on the contrary 
the course of events has confirmed 
what we then wrote, 

The steady advance in the price of 
seed, combined with the increasing 
scarcity of supplies, has been reflected 
in a very important degree by the 
‘linseed oil market, values having 
recentiy further appreciated, as our 
market report will show. Manufac- 
turers base their action solely upon 
the statistical position of seed and 
contend with every manifestation of 
sincerity that the profitable produc- 
tion of oil is impossible at the prevail- 
high cost of the raw material, 

That portion of the 1893 crop which 
was available for crushing purposes 
did not, according to conservative 
estimates, exceed eight and a half 
millions of bushels. which is not an 
average yield. Against this quantity 
the demand for export was particu- 
larly active,and from the first of July 
to the end of December last year over 
one millionand nine hundred thous- 
and bushels went abroad in compari- 
son with only about one million and 
six hundred thousand bushels during 
the corresponding period in 1892, The 
details of these exports are as follows:

During the calendar year of 1893 
the exports of flaxseed exceeded 
those of 1892 by 109,828 bushels, the 
figures for the respective years being 
2,674,682 bushels in 1893 and 2,664,844 
bushels in 1892. Of the exports in 
1893 the total of 1,966,345 bushels was 
cleared from New York, and during 
the same period the receipts of do- 
mestic seed at the same port for ac- 
count of the crushers amounted to 
1,924,600 bushels. 

The demand in the West for sowing 
seed is developing briskly, and if 
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present indications hold good the in- 
crease in the flaxseed acreage will 
this year be fully 30 per cent. over 
that of 1893, The demoralization in 
the price of wheat and the rather 
gloomy outlook for that cereal, as 
well as corn, have cauaed the farmers 
to turn their attention to other crops, 
and at present none seems to be more 
promising than flaxseed. Under the 
influence of the export requirements 
‘ last year, and the liberal purchases 
already made for planting purposes,to- 
gether with the regular consumption 
by crushers, the supplies of seed at the 
principal points of accumulation have 
been reduced to insignificant propor- 
tions. According to a late report 
from Chicago the stocks held in store 
there do not now exceed 160,000 bush- 
els, while at this time last year the 
quantity was not less than 1,500,000 
bushels. It is believed by many 
whose opinions on the subject should 
have weight, that the holdings of 
seed at Chicago, outside of the pub- 
lic warehouses, are not above 250,000 
bushels. 

While the distribution of oil is com- 
paratively tame at this time, and a 
number of the mills are either inac- 
tive or preparing to close, the posi- 
tion of seed continues to improve, 
and as the recognized cause of the 
improvement is the scarcity df the 
product, it is reasonable to anticipate 
a prolonged duration of the existing 
market conditions, 

As viewed by competent authori- 
ties, it is difficult, if not impossible, 
to see where relief is to come from 
until the crop of 1894 makes its ap- 
pearance.

POSITION OF GAMBIER. 


The statistical position of gambier, 
as compiled recently, gave the avail- 
able supply of this article on Febru- 
ary 1st, both here and at Boston, at 
8,100 bales, an amount under ordinary 
circumstanees equivalent to one 
month’s consumptive requirements. 
There was loading and on the way, 
at the time these statistics were fur- 
nished, about 13,000 bales, of which 
5,400 bales will arrive at New York 
during March, and 4 300 bales during 
the month of April. At Boston anar- 
rival is expected about the middle of 
May amounting to 3,600 bales. The 
visible supply, therefore, during the 
next four months will amount to 21,- 
400 bales, a quantity very smal] when 
contrasted with the visible supply of 
48,692 bales of the previous corres- 
ponding period. 

If the demand should become equal 
to that of the average of former years 
the market will be bare of supplies at 
the commencement of the summer, 
but as the requirements of cconsump- 
tion have been greatly lessened by 
reason of the close adherence to ab- 
solute necessities, and as arrivals by 
steamer from London are not includ? 
ed in these statistics,no euch conting- 
ency need be feared. True, the 
strong position acquired by this article 
has caused a stimulation in prices 
during the past month, due to a 
slightly better demand, but no high 
range by reason of this cause is ex- 
pected to ensue unless some circum- 
stance now unforeseen should arise. 

The total quantity delivered for 
consumption during the last four 
months was 23,867 bales, as against 
$9,585 bales duriug a like period of 
1898, a decrease of nearly 16,000 bales. 
The total deliveries for consumption 
during the month of January, 1894, 
amounted to 10,452 bales, showing a 
decrease of 2,000 bales when contrast- 
ed with the amount delivered during 
the month of January, 1893, There 
was imported from England during 
the month of January 2,235 bales; 
while during the same month a year 
ago 9,811 bales were im ported. 
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THE EXPORTS OF PARAFFINE WAX. 


There is no article produced in the 
United States, not even refined pe- 
troleum, which shows such an enor- 
mous increase in the amount export- 
ed as does paraffine wax. This arti- 
cle, which is of comparatively recent 
introdution, has reached an import- 
ant place in our exports which was 
noteven dreamed of ten years ago. 
Indeed, the production at that time 
did not reach one-half of the amount 
exported during the last calendar 
year, when the total exports amount- 
ed to over 99,000,000 pounds. The 
rapid growth of the consumption of 
this article is due mainly to the fact 
that new uses have been iound for 
the material, chief among which Is its 
employment in the electrical indus- 
try. The exports of néarly all the 
products of petroleum have shown 
remarkable increase during the past 
few years, but even those of illumin- 
ating oil bear no comparison with 
the enormous expansion in the de- 
mand for paraffine wax. This is 
probably due to the fact that there is 
practically no competition, the Rus- 
slan petroleum producing no wax 
and the only other source being the 
Scotch shale wax, or paraffine scale, 
as it is known commercially, but 
whose production is limited and does 
not cut much of a figureeven in the 
requirements for home consumption, 
and it is not suitable for the more im- 
portant uses to which paraffine wax 
is applied. To show the steady 
growth of our foreign trade in this 
product we append the following 
table giving the amounts exported 
during each of the past ten fiscal 
years. It will be seen from this 
table, taken from the official reports 
of the Bureau of Statistics at Wash- 
ington, that the increase in the ship- 
ments has been to the United King- 
dom, although the requirements of 
Germany show some increase. The 
amounts given are in pounds:

It appears that the increase in our 
exports is still going on at the same 
ratio, as is evidenced by the large 
shipments during the last half of 1893, 
While the total exports during the 
fiscal year (ended June 30, 1893) 
amounted to 82,675,140 pounds, those 
during the twelve calendar months 
reached the enormous total of 99,061,- 
034 pounds,

Aresident of the state writes that 
there are @ number of natural gas 
wells in California, some of which 
have plentiful flows. Stockton is 
probably the banner natural gas city 
of the state. There are six wells in 
that town, and itis proposed to light 
theSan Joaquin county building at 
the Midwinter Fair with gas piped 
from them, Inthe southern counties 
of the state natural gas seems plenti- 
ful, but the pressure is weak. Enough 
for illuminating purposes could be 
utilized in the vicinity of Ventura 
and Santa Barbara. Los Angeles 
also has a gas well, but the pressure 
there is too light to render the fluid 
of any value. 


It has been found that, contrary to 
expectations, the well where petro- 
leum is said to have been found, in 
Somerset, England, could not be 
pumped dry as the flow of water was 
toogreat, It was however pumped 
to within three feet of the bottom, 
and then Mr. Redwood descended the 
well, an electric light lamp being 
used for safety. He first filtered a 
considerable quantity of water as it 
came from the well, his object being 
to collect sufficient oil for analytical 
purposes, andas was previously the 
case, the indications of oil were more 
pronounced as the bottom of the well 
was approached. Mr. Redwood stated 
that an examination of the well con- 
firmed the evidence already collected 
as to the presence of petroleum,

OBITUARY. 


EDMUND A, ORENSHAW. 


Edmund A. Crenshaw, of the firm 
of Bullock & Crenshaw. wholesale 
druggists, at Philadelphia, died on 
Monday last at his residence in Ger- 
mantown. A heavy cold, contracted 
on the 14th instant, resulted in pneu- 
monia, terminating his life. 

He was born in Hanover ocunty. 
Virginia, in 1827. His father, Nath- 
aniel Crenshaw, was a prominent 
member and Minister in the Society 
of Friends, who, after uniting himself 
with the Friends, liberated all the 
slaves which came to him by _inherit- 
ance, and brought them to Pennsyl- 
vania and saw them comfortably set 
tled as freemen. 

Edmund A, Orenshaw received his 
early education at Westtown Board- 
ing School, and subsequently grad- 
uated at Haverford College, In 1846 
he entered the store of Smith & 
Hodgson at the northeast corner of 
Sixth and Arch streets, to learn the 
drug business; this business house 
had been established by Daniel B. 
Smith in 1819. In 1849 he graduated 
at the Philadelphia Oollege of Phar- 
macy, and in the same year, in con- 
nection with Charles Bullock, suc- 
ceeded Smith & Hodgson, and con- 
tinued the business at the old stand 
until 1868, when the firm of Bullock 
& Orenshaw removed to 528 Arch 
street. 

Coming, as Mr. Crenshaw did, from 
boyhood to manhood, under the beet 
of influences, and inclined, as he was, 
to regard the precepts and follow the 
example of those who had his train- 
ing in charge, nothing could follow 
more naturally than an upright life. 
His commanding presence distin- 
—- him among men, while the 

ignity, courtesy and gentleness of 
his demeanor made him equally con- 
spicuous among his fellows, 

In the church, in his business 
affairs, in his domestic relations and 
in his social intercourse he was 
equally respected and beloved by all 
whose privilege it was to know him. 

It was less than a week before his 
death, when he was in his usual good 
health, that his fellow members of the 
Philadelphia Drug Exchange elected 
him an honorary member of that as- 
sociation, as a token of the very high 
esteem in which he was held by that 


body.

The Whiskey Trust Rebates. 


Following are opinions of promi- 
nent members in the trade, whose 
comments are in response to an invita- 
tion to discuss the decision recently 
rendered in a Missouri court respect- 
ing the validity of the Whiskey Trust 
rebate agreements: 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 20, 1894, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

Referring to the Kansas Oity whis- 
key case, I have iooked over the 
Judge’s charge and also the verdict 
as found y the jury. My 
opinion is that the jury did not 
follow the instructions of the 
Judge as to what constitutes a 
trust, but this was doubtless due toa 
conflict in the evidence before them, 
and as I understand the defendants 
are satisfied with this decision, there 
will probably be no appeal. That 
part of the jury’s verdict whieh finde 
that the rebate certificates are a 
proper offset for this claim is the one 
of chiefest interest to all dealers in 
alcohol, and in my opinion this will 
be appealed. Should the jury’s ver. 
dict be affirmed, all rebate voushers 
now in dispute will unquestionably 
have to be paid by the Whiskey 
Trust, As the case now stands it de- 
cided nothing ——, but it is to be 
hoped that it will be carried up so 
that a Gockeice On be se 

uestion may be arrived at.

Without a knowledge of the teasti- 
mony which influenced the jury in 
the Kansas City case, it is difficult to 
understand how such a verdict was 
reached in the face of the law as de- 
fined in the judge’s charge. IfI un- 

derstand the case correctly the suit 
was brought by the Whiskey Trust 
to recover the amount of an invoice 
of spirits, against which the defend 
ant set upa counter claim for moneys 
due on rebate certificates which the 
Trust had declared invalidated by 
the action of the defendants in pur- 
chasing spirits from outside distil- 





























lers. The charge to the jury would 
seem to indicate that the defendants 
were compelled as a matter of self- 
protection to make such purchases, 
and having practically forced such a 
couree upon them the Trust was not 
permitted = law to take advantage 
of the fact that these purchases were 


& violation of the letter of the 


contract contained in the _ re- 
bate certificates, to escape pay- 
ment of the _ rebates. On the 
other hand, the claim of 


the trust for moneys due for spirits 
sold the defendant appears to have 
been a just one, and that both claims 
were sustained by the jury would 
seem to be but an equitable verdict 
in view of the facts in so far as they 
are indicated by the change. But 
the court clearly charged, and with 
the emphasis of frequent reiteration, 
that if the Trust is a combination ‘‘to 
carry out restrictions in trade,” it 
could not maintain its action to re- 
cover the amount for which it sued, 
though there is nothing in the charge 
to indicate that even under such cir- 
cumstances it could avoid paying its 
rebates in this instance, Inthis view 
of the case it would seem that the 
verdict should have been for the de- 
fendants both on their counterclaim 
andin the Trust’s cause of action, 
and itis therefore difficult to under- 
stand how the plaintiff got any 
award. Oertainly every rebate cer- 
tificate is prima facie evidence that 
the Trust is an illegal combination 
according to every definition recited 
by the court, and it can only 
be assumed that the jury was 
guided, as juries are likely 
to be, by a sense of the equity in- 
volved in two business transactions, 
rather than by the law as defined by 
the court. The verdict can scarcel 

be regarded as establishing the legal- 
itv of the Trust or the validity of its 
rebate vouchers. There is a fair rre- 
sumption that the Trust would not be 
averse to having its vouchers de- 
clared invalid, and thus save to itself 
the millions represented by those now 


outstanding.

Canada Petroleum Report. 


There has been no improvement in 
the values of either crude or refined 
oils manifested during the past week. 
The refiners are still pursuing the 
suicidal policy of slaughtering prices 
in competition with each other; and 
the ambition of each manufacturer is 
apparently to be able to sell oil in any 
town in Canada at a slightly lower 
figure than any other firm in the 
business. The prices which obtain 
are as follows: Refined, ‘804 gravity, 
6% cents per gallon in bulk, and 6% 
cents for ‘802 gravity. Refined in 
barrels may be qucted at 9 and 9% 
cents, f. 0. b. Petrolea, Orude has 
slightly depreeiated in value, and can 
now be said to be selling freely at $1 
a bbl. in tank, or $103 f.0.b. The 
transactions on ’Ohange have been 
few and far between, and principally, 
we believe, for the reason that itis 
doubtful whether such an organiza- 
tion exists in this town, or not. Opin- 
ion on this question appears to be di- 
vided, but we think we are correct in 
stating that the annual meeting of 
the organization has not yet been 
held, that none of the members have 
paid their fees for this year, and that 
no officers for the present year have 
been elected. It is, however, still 
held to have a feeble existence, inas- 
much as the officers for last year hold 
their positions until a new election 
takes place. We hope that a vigor- 
ous policy will be pursued at this 
meeting, and that the Petrolea Oil 
Exchange will shortly emerge from 
its late dormant condition. 

The oil trade generally, like every 
other business in Oanada, is in a 
rather depressed condition, anxiously 
waiting to see what policy the Gov- 
ernment may pursue in regard to the 
tariff.

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A Legal View of the Whiskey Trust 
Rebates, 


In the Reporter of February 12th 
we made reference to a recent decis 
ion rendered in the Oircuit Oourt, 
at Kansas City, Mo., bearing on the 
validity of the rebate system 
of the Whiskey Trust. We have 
obtained a copy of the instructions 
of Judge Dobson and the verdict of 
me jury in the case, which we present 

ow: 


1, The court instructs the jury that 
atrust is a combination of two or 
more persons or a a to do 
either or any of the following things: 
First, to create or carry out restric 
tions in trade; second, to limit or re- 
duce the production, or increase or 
reduce the price of merchundise or 
commodities at will; third, to pre- 
vent competition in manufacture, 
making, transportation, sale or pur- 
chase of merchandise or commodi 
ties; fourth, to make or enter into, or 
carry out, any contract, obligation or 
agreement between any such peisons 
or corporations to sell such merchan 
dise or product at an agreed price, or 
not below a certain agreed price or 
above a certain — price for the 
purpose of precluding free and unre- 
ao competition among them- 
selves. 


The plaintiff in this case is a corpor- 
ation organized under the laws of 
Illinois, and if the jury shall believe 
from the evidence that the said plain 
tiff was organized and is conducted 
for any of the purposes aforesaid and 
that it acquired a majority of the dis- 
tilleries of spirits inthe United States 
by exchanging its stock, or the stock 
issued to its shareholders, to the own- 
ers of the shares of stock in such local 

‘discilleries in the United States and 
thereby control the actions, policy 
and movements in said focal distiller- 
ies, or that it organized other local 
corporations to own, and which do 
own the said local distilleries, or any 
of them, and that suid several local 
distilleries are thus controlled and 
directed by the said plaintiff for any 
of the purposes specified ia this in 
struction, then the said plaintiff is a 
trust within the meaning of the law 
and it cannot recover upon its cause of 
action in this case, and your verdict 
as to such cause of action must be in 
favor of the defendants, 

Ifthe jury believe from the evidence 
that the plaintiff is a trust, as defined 
in instruction No. 1, then your verdict 
must be for the defendants’ on plain- 
tiffs’ cause of action, and in ae 
at a conclusion as to whether plainti 
was a trust or not you have a right to 
takeinto consideration all the fucts 
and circumstances detailed in evi 
dence in this case. 

If the jury believe from the evi 
dence that defendants were prevented 
from purchasing of plaintiff the kinds 
of goods manufactured by plaintiff 
after plaintiff issued to them the re. 
bate vouchers sued on in defendant’s 
counter claim, by plaintiff’s raising 
the price of it goods beyond the mar- 
ket price of said goods and refusing 
to sell them to defendants at thie 
usual and customary market price, 
then defendants were not bound to 
continue ty purchase of said goods of 

laintiff and your verdict must be 
for defendants on their counter claim 
for the amount of said rebate 
vouchers. 

The court instructs the jury that 
the burden of proof is on the defend 
ants in this case and that you find for 
plaintiff on its claim sued on, unless 

ou find that defendants have estab 
ished by a prepocderance of all the 
evidence in the case that plaintiff is a 
trust or member of a trust, and the 
court instructs you that a trust is a 
combination, agreement, contract or 
understanding of a person or corpor- 
ation with some other person or cor- 
poration, or with some association 
of persons to regulate or fix the price 
or limit the amount or quantity of 
some article, commodity or merchan- 


ise. 

2. The court instructs the jury that 
the defendants admit that they pur- 
chased of the plaintiff the goods men 
tioned in plaintiffs’ account sued on 
and that the same were of the value 
of the price charged therein ; and the 
court further instructs you that be- 
fore you can fiod against the plaintiff 
on said account, you must believe 
that defendants have shown by a pre. 
ponderance of the evidence that 
plaintiff had entered into, or become 
a member of or a party to some agree- 
ment, contract, combination or cor 
poration or partnership or individual, 
to regulate or fix the price, or to limit 
the amount or quantity of some article 
commodity or merchandise, or that 

laintiff itself is such combination as 
fined in the foregoing instructions. 


VERDICT. 

We, the jury, find for the defend. 
ants on their counterclaim and assess 
their damages at two hundred, eighty- 
nine and 13-100 dollars ($289.13), 

We, the jury, find for the plaintiff 
in their cause of action and assess its 
damages in the sum of two hundred, 
six and 56-100 dollars (8206.05).

Petroleum Fuel on Steamships. 


The first steamer to cross the At 
lantic buraing only liquid fuel was the 
British eteamship Baku Standard, a 
bulk oil carrier, which arrived at 
Philadelphia last week from Shields 
and Dartmouth. The trip was an 
unusually trying one, the vessel hav- 
ing been caught in Arctic drift ice 
and detained so long that the passage 
reqired 26 days. Tue Baku-S'andard 
sailed from Dartmouth on January 
20 with petroleum residuum as her 
Only fuel. This re:iduum isa product 
of Russian oil of little value aud no 
known use unless the experiment of 
using it as fuel prove successful. 

The most important advantage dis- 
covered on the run was that perfect 
combustion was possible, an end 
never obtained when coal is used in 
the fireroom. The process consists 
in forcing the fuel through the 
center of a steam jet which 
passes directly under the shell of 
the boilers, which are protected from 
the flames by a superstructure of 
brick. The heat isso intense that the 
bricks are changed to a whiie color, 
and the heat is then passed evenly 
over all parts of the boiler shelle. 
The consumption was about 20 tons 
of the fuel every 24 hours, while ip 
the same time 30 tons of bituminous 
coal are consumed, On this run the 
residuum was from Russian oil, but 
on the outward trip Pennsylvania oil 
fuel will be used, 

Another great advantage besides 
economy in fuel was found in the ne 
cessity for fewer firemen and stokers, 
12 men less than ever before making 
up the Baku Standard’s complement. 
In the fire room there were put four 
men needed, two boiler tenders and 
only two greasers. The saving was not 
only in the wages and food of these 
men, but in the annoyance of ship- 
ping fireman and stokers, who are 
the most undesirable seafarers known 
to mascers of steam vessels of the 
modern day. 

The Baku Standard registers 3,705 

oss tons, and is 330 feet long, 43 
eet beam and 28 feet depth of hold. 
She carries over 1,200,000 gallons of 
petroleum in bulk, and trades to Rus- 
sia as well as the United States. 

The captain of the Baku Standard, 
reports having been caught on the Arc- 
tic drift ice on February 8 in latitude 
47 40, longitude 47°20. After steaming 
through the ice for 14 hours, he was 
obliged to turn the vessel about and 
retrace her course in a northeasterly 
direction. For three days the steam- 
er was hove to, being unable to con- 
tinue on her course with safety,owing 
to hurricanes, violent gales and ter- 
rible seas. She also passed numerous 
eone shaped icebergs drifiing toward 
thesouthward. When she arrived in 

ort there was but 10 galions of fuel 

eft, and a few more hours of heavy 
weather would have left her in a 
helpless condition.

The Indiana Petroleum Field. 


The field seems to be about deserted 
of speculators and anxious inquiry 
after drillable territory. In fact one 
feels a peculiar lonliness in entering 
the principal hotels, where but a short 
time since could be seen many famil- 
iar faces from the east, The Indiana 
field was the only one to which all 
eyes were turned. But few of the 
leading operators of Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania failed to ‘‘take a run” out 
just to see for themselves. Many of 
them made several visits before em- 
barking in any business in any quarter 
and some of them left never to return. 
The country is as much of a conun- 
drum to-day as it was two months 
ago. There is, if anything, less to 
encourage them than existed then. 
The wells of recent date are not classed 
with those which elevate the character 
and tone of an oil field or tend to 
stimulate developments. Neverthe- 
less considerable drilling is being 
done and some territory, heretofore 
thought to be worthless, has been 
brought to the front as fairly produc- 
tive. 

The Keystone section ‘s a fair ex- 
ample of this. Out of a score of wells 


that had been drilled in and around 
the hamlet during the two years prior 
to this latest excitement, one remain. 
ed asa producer. Two others were 
permitted to stand in condition for 
resuscitation, but were never worked. 
All the others were abandoned after 
receiving the conventional plug. 
Nearly all of them gave promise, at 
their completion, of becoming pro 
ducers of the paying stripe, but some- 
how life was too short, or, at least, was 
considered such, to wait for a profit 
on original investments.

The Ozokerit Industry In Galicia, 


The following information ie ex- 
tracted from the Bulletin du Musee 
Commercial :—Ozokerit was discover- 
ed about thirty years ago in some pe- 
troleum wells in the Austrian prov- 
ince of Galicia. The soil extracted 


from these wells was originally 
thrown aside, and as it was very oily 
and could not be headed up, it was a 
source of considerable expense to the 
miners, who did not know how to get 
rid of it. It was only as a result of 
the discovery of a layer fifteen centi- 
meters in thickness of a yellowish 
matter, resembling beeswax, that a 
chemical analysis, made by a Lem- 
berg chemist, demonstrated its value 
A factory was immediately erected to 
treat the materials thrown aside. and 
very soonthe working of petroleum 
was completely abandoned in favor 
of the working of ozokerit. The 
value of this wax exceeded, in fact, in 
the first years of its working, £50 per 
ton, and it was met with at a depth of 
twenty-flve meters, in veins up to 
thirty five centimeters in thickness. 
But the abundance of the product 
having caused a fallin its price, and 
the superficial beds being exhausted, 
it was necessary to improve the 
methods of working, and to form 
companies so as to develop the means 
of action. At the present time the 
centers for working the wax at Borys- 
law do not exceed thirty in number, 
with a product reaching 10,000,000 
kilograms (about 10,000 tons) of wax, 


representing a value of about £230.09, 
The greater part of the raw product 
is treated in the district of Boryslay 
by four or five works, which py 
the wax or change it into paraffin 
pharmaceutical products; thea 
production is sent in an unprepared 
state to all countries in the world jp. 
cluding America, which Poseectes 
little ozokerit, The value of the mip.

The Standard Temperature for Specific 
Gravity. 


BY D. B, DOTT, F.1.0,, F.B.8.E, 

For the accurate determination of 
the specific gravicy of a liquid, the 
most suitable temperature is 0° 
O., chiefly because it is easy to 
obtain and maintain that tem- 
perature correctly by immersing the 
vessel containing the liquid In melt- 
ingice. For practical purposes, how- 
ever, what is wanted is not extreme 
accuracy, but sufficient accuracy, 
with the maximum of convenience. 
Hence the specific gravity of a 
liquid is usually referred to the ordi- 
nary temperature, which hss come to 
be generally regarded as 60° F. There 
is, however, no absolutely fixed rule 
in this respect. The leading stand- 





such a book as Watts’ Dictionary 
one sees all manner of temperatures, 
from 10° to 20°, in the references te 
the authorities quoted. There may 
be a sense in which 60° F, is the nor- 
mal temperature, If we were in the 
habit of working out of doors it 
might perhaps be so regarded, but 
the average temperature of a labora: 
tory must be decidedly over 60° F. 
Besides, the question of what con- 
stitutes the average temperature of a 
laboratory is not the chief considera. 
tion in the matter under discussion. 
In the very usual methods of deter- 
mining specific gravity by means of a 
bottle with perforated stopper, or by 
the ordinary form of sprengel-tube, 
it is of no consequence that the tem- 
perature should fall in the course of 
weighing, but it is decidedly objec- 
tionable that the temperature should 
rise. Not only so, but while it is 
always easy to slightly warm a liquid, 
it is difficult and troublesome in sum- 
mer weather to cool the liquid to 60°.

The Fertilizing Industry, 


The somewhat rapid deterioration 
of our farming lands, and the conse- 
uent impoverishment to the farmer 
created a demand for artificial 
manures which assumes great com- 
mercial importance. The growth of 
this industry has been very rapid, and 
ag in so many trades of comparatively 
nt development, scientific ra- 
search has given to it its primary im- 
petus. Science showed the indispens- 
ability of phosphoric acid to plant 
life, and the enormous strides in this 


‘branch of trade have followed the 


very of new phosphatic deposits. 
ry oat the limited ee and high 
rices of phosphates that keep this 
ndustry from assuming vast propor- 
tions; for the amount of phosphoric 
acid annually extracted from the soil 
by plant life far exceeds what is put 
back by ordinary manuring. Al- 
though phosphoric acid is the basis of 
most artificial manures, yet, in build- 
ing up the fertilizer industry to its 
resent dimensions, the discovery of 
the Stassfurt potash mines and the 
South American niter beds, the 
Thomas slag from steel works, am- 
monium sulphate, cottonseed and 
other meals, and the valuable by- 
roducts of our enormous slaughter 
pouses have been important aids, 
The industry had its origin in the 
pone and ivory clippings from the 
knife and button factories of Shef. 
field, England. Until the middle of 


’ the last century those scraps were re- 


ied as waste. ‘Farmers began to 
use it on their lands, and so convinc- 
ing were the results of its application, 
they soon became willing to meet the 
constantly advancing price of an arti- 
cle which originally was considered 
barely worth the trouble of hauling 
to their flelds.”’ In those days it waa 
supposed that the agricultural benefit 
was derived from the marrow and or- 
ganic matter onthe bone. The true 
significance of bone manure, how- 
ever, was shown when the existence 
of phosphoric acid was revealed in 
plant s Then, by field experi- 
ments, instituted by the Duke of 
Richmond in 1843, it was conclusively 
shown that the fertilizing elen.ent of 
bones was not in grease or gelatin, 
but in phosphoric acid combined with 


















and fluid dejections of the French 
population (36,000,000) at nearly 
$4,000,000, Johnson has calculated 
that the liquid manures carried off 
each day by the sewers of London 
would fertilize nearly 60,000 acres of 
sterile land, andthus might support 
125,000 individuals for one year. 

‘ Delgarde has calculated the an- 
nual waste of plant food in rural 
France at the enormous sum of $400,- 
000,000. 

“If fecal matter were saved in 
France to the extent of only 20 per 
cert more than is now the case, it 
should not be compelled to import in 
some ten years $10,000,000 worth of 
grain, it might, on the contrary, ex- 
port nearly $20,000,000 worth per 
annum.

The course of current trading has

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Salts Springs of Onondaga. 


Situated on the southerly shore of 
Onondaga Lake was the village of Sa- 
lina, apart of the original town of 
Salina, which in 1809 was set-off from 
the original towns of Manlius and 
Marcellus.

neers were attracted hither by the 
prospects of wealth from this manu- 
facture, It followed a little later than 
the settlement of Oomfort Tyler and 
Asa Danforth at Onondaga Valley in 
1789. Deacon and Nathaniel Loomis, 
Hezekiah Olcott, Asa Danforth, Jr. 
John Danforth, Thomas Gascon, and 
Josiah Olcott took up permanent 
homes and engaged in saltmaking. 
This was onthe fame of the first 
manufacture of salt from the brine 
taken from the waters of the lake by 
Comfort Tyler and Asa Danforth,who, 
as the history states, raised the brine 
in a potash kettle sunk in — water 
and boiled it out in the kettles sus- 

nded between upright sticks driven 
nto the ground, and in this way pro- 
duced at first results either thirteen 
pounds or thirteen bushels of salt, 
(the accounts differ,) which was the 
beginning of the great salt industry 
at the Onondaga Salts Springs. 

In 1798 Thomas Orman introduced 
the first caldron kettle for salt boil- 
ing. Aaron Bellows set up a cooper’s 
shop and began the making of salt 
barrel. Isaac Van Vieck set up a 
grinding mill for corn. There were 
thirty three settlers in the young, and 
the place was very unhealthy. All 
but three of the inhabitants were 
down with malarial fever, and for 
two moths the three well whites 
aided by the friendly Indians, cared 
for the sick. In the next ten years 
years the health of the Jocality was 
much improved by systematic drain- 
age, aided by the salt in the atmo- 
sphere, and later drainage and other 
improvements further advanced con- 
ditions of health and comfort.
